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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 26-32, 47-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Clymer et al (US 2004/0108963). 

Clymer et al teach a computer readable medium and a method for receiving a 
desired signal via an antenna including aligning (paragraph 0112+) the antenna to 
receive a first signal from a first transmitter, aligning (paragraph 01 12+) the antenna to 
receive a second signal from a second transmitter, and receiving (102; fig. 1A) the 
desired signal with the antenna disposed at a skew angle (322; paragraph 01 16) 
obtained via alignment of the antenna with the first and second transmitters. 

3. Claims 1-9, 12, 15, 20, 26-32, 37, 47-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Matz et al (US 2003/0122720). 

Matz et al teach a system and a method for receiving a desired signal via an 
antenna including aligning (fig. 1 ; paragraph 0054+) the antenna to receive a first signal 
from a first transmitter, aligning (fig. 1 ; paragraph 0054+) the antenna to receive a 
second signal from a second transmitter, and receiving (fig. 1; fig. 10B) the desired 
signal with the antenna disposed at a skew angle (fig. 10B, 169) obtained via alignment 
of the antenna with the first and second transmitters. 
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Matz et al teach a system and a method for cross polarizing a desired signal with 
an antenna including determining (fig. 9A, 166) a first vector corresponding to 
communication of the antenna with a first transmitter, determining (fig. 9A, 165) a 
second vector corresponding to communication of the antenna with a second 
transmitter, and obtaining (fig. 9A, 167) a skew angle for the antenna based on the first 
and second vectors.
